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Halley’s Comet 


Comets, Their Origin and Influences 


’ By HENRY CLAY HODGES 


The Universe is one stupendous whole, 
Nature the body and God the Soul——From 
Pope’s Essay on Man. 


At one time Astronomy and Astrology 
were one and the same science, but the for- 
mer now treats of magnitudes, distances, 
composition masses, motions, etc., and is 
based upon observations made with elabor- 
ately constructed instruments. 

Astronomy is purely an objective science 
associated only with the forms or bodies; 
while Astrology may be considered as sub- 
jective, dealing with the life inherent in 
the form, 

To deny the science of Astrology is to 
ignore the existence of the soul of the 
universe. f 

The Halley comet is creating consider- 
able interest owing to its reappearance 
this year. Its most recent appearance 
having been in 1759 and in 1835. It is 
thought by some to have been the Star of 
Bethlehem, which appeared at the birth of 
the Nazarene. This, however, is an erron- 
cous hypothesis. 

Comets are nebulous, luminous bodies 
revolving in an ecliptic of great excen- 
tricity, or wandering through ‘space from 
sun to sun, and are only visible to the peo- 
ple of earth when they approach the sun. 
They may be divided into three parts, 
neucleus, sheath and tail. 

We learn from a study of the nebular. 
theory that the vast space which this solar 
system now occupies, once contained aggre- 
gations of highly heated and highly atten- 
uated matter, which, cooling and contract- 
ing, formed the condensed rings known as 
globes. 


The Earth Was Once a Comet. 


Within the unlimited confines of a past 
eternity, millions of ages before even the 
first glomeration or appearance of coagu- 


r 


lation became visible to the Infinite Intel- 
ligence who had the supervision of that 
stupendous structure under His watchful 
care; and after ages of time during which 
the earth was in a gaseous state, it be- 
came vaporous, and that vapor became a 
comet, and in this hazy form wandered 
through space apparently regardless of any 
special centre. In this condition, with 
only a comparatively small nucleus, it 
passed over millions of miles daily, (as 
we measure space and time), and its pur- 
pose*was to gather up those particles in 
space which became united with it. Col- 
lecting scattered relics of other worlds 
that, in the.course of time, had become 
disintegrated, so to speak, and in this. way 
all these fragments were accumulated, and 
became intermingled and unified with that 
of the earth, for nature is frugal in her 
management and economizes all in her 
wonderful processes, so that nothing is lost 
or wasted; another point is that not only 
does the comet gather up the fragments of 
other worlds to which it may be said to 
have a claim, but it collects materials and 
elements for its own building purposes 
from their ruins, also taking from the liv- 
ing planets, that is, it takes from other 
living worlds some of the essential ele- 
ments upon which living organized beings 
depend for health, life in the physical ex- 
pression and general salubrity. 

When considering the history of the 
earth, this theory has been recognized by 
wise men of past ages, and it is in this way 
that a comet when crossing the earth’s or- 
bit, or when it approaches the earth’s 
atmosphere, takes from the atmosphere 
some necessary element quite essential to 
the life and well-being of that world or 
planet, and as a natural consequence will 
render the earth, or the planet contacted, 
lacking or negative in that element or sub- 


stance. 
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The Apparent Effects of Comets in 
the Past. 


We give herein some of the apparent ef- 
fects of comets during the time of their 
appearance before and since the Christian 
era. 

In the year 430 B. C. a comet hung over 
Athens for 75 days, during which time the 
Phoenician War began. 

In 3871 B. C. a comet appeared in the 
form of a beam and extended over one- 
third of the heavens, and this was followed 
by an inundation and earthquake. 

In .the year 71 of the Christian era, a 
comet appeared in the sign Virgo, the 
ruler of Jerusalem—it took the form of a 
sword directly over that city, on Easter 
Sunday, the 8th of April, and was, visible 
a whole year until the taking of Jerusalem 
by Titus. 

On the 14th of August, 418, A. D., ap- 
peared a comet in the sign Libra, at which 
time the revolt of Britton occurred. 

In December,. 539, A. D., a comet ap- 
peared in the sign Sagittarius and remained 
40 days, during which time many thousand 
people perished by an earthquake at An- 
tioch. 

In 546 A. D. a comet appeared over the 
city of Constantinople and, during the time 
it remained, thousands of persons died 
daily of the plague. 

In the year 800 A. D. a comet was vis- 
ible at the transfer of the empire of Rome 
to Charlemange. 

In the year 1106 A. D. a comet was 
seen in the east, this marked the begin- 
nings of the Crusades. 

Comets have seemed to affect the coun- 
tries governed by the Zodiacal sign in 
which they appear, as in the above instance 
in the year 71, the comet appeared in the 
sign Virgo, the ruling sign of Jerusalem, 
etc. 

The law of evolution enfolds the move- 
ments of the Solar System of the uni- 
verse and gradually renders all sentient 
life more positive and self-reliant, less 
susceptible to influences which in time past 
would disturb its poise. Stellar influences 
which once were the fore-shadows of wars, 
devastation and physical disaster, are be- 
ing transmuted into intellectual and moral 
conflicts and revolutions. a 
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Camille Flammarion, the eminent French 
astronomer, claims that the tail of Halley’s 
comet will come within the earth’s orbit 
about the 18th of May. However, the un- 
dersigned apprehends no serious results to 
the earth from the influence of this sky 
wanderer. 


The Halley Comet Not the Star of 
Bethlehem. 


Irregular or variable stars have occasion- 
ally shone forth with a lustre far surpass- 
ing that of the stars of the first magni- 
tude, or even that of Jupiter and Venus, 
only remaining for a short time and then 
gradually disappearing. 

The periods of many of these temporary 
stars are so long that they are termed 
missing stars. In time, however, astrono- 
mers will view the next reappearance of 
these periodical or temporary stars and 
find them to be regular, harmonious and 
periodic, though they now appear to be ac- 
cidental. 

The most celebrated of these stars is the 
one more. commonly known as the Star of 
Bethlehem, which appeared about the time 
of the birth of Christ, and is in one of the 
circumpolar constellations. It has been 
called the Star of the East and has not 
been understood by modern investigators, 
for they could not explain why the wise 
men went to the West when it seems they 
should have gone to the East; but this star 
appeared in the Zodiacal sign Aries, which 
is an Eastern sign and this is what is 
meant when speaking of it as the Star of 
the East. - 

It is thought by many investigators to 
have a period of three hundred and fifteen 
years, but it really has a period of seven 
hundred and eighty-six years, being invis- 
ible during that time. In the year seven 
hundred and eighty-six this star was again 
visible, but so. little was known of it that 
slight attention was given to it at that 
time. a 

The last appearance of this remarkable 
star occurred in fifteen hundred and 
seventy-two in the constellation Cassio- 
peia. The attention of Tycho Brahe, the 
celebrated Danish astronomer, was called 
to it at that time and he wrote a very 
concise description of the various changes 
it passed through while visible. 
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“During the early part of its appearance, 
it surpasses Sirius in brilliancy, and can 
only be compared with Venus when she is 
in her most favorable position in relation 
to the earth. It can be seen at noon by 
those gifted with clear sight, and is visible 
through clouds which obscure every other 
star, At night it twinkles more than any 
of the ordinary fixed stars, is very white 
in color, then changes to yellow and finally 
to red.” This star will again be visible in 
the year two thousand, three hundred and 
fifty-eight. ¢

Applied Food Chemistry. 
BY EUGENE CHRISTIAN. 


The bee, in some respects, is a very stu- 
pid animal. If a puncture is made in a 
cell that it is filling, it will go on all sum- 
mer pouring honey in at the top while it 
runs out at the bottom. But when the 
queen is accidentally destroyed, the work- 
er bees will take the egg that ordinarily 
would produce a neuter or non-sexual 
worker, and by putting it into a special 
cell and feeding the young larvae on royal 
bee bread, it will grow to be twice the size 
of the worker, and develop into a queen 
bee, endowed with the wonderful power of 
sex. 

The entire physiology of the bee is 
changed by a change in the system of feed- 
ing. 

Man considers himself the wisest of an- 
imals, but he would not try to fill a barrel 
with an open bunghole at the bottom, un- 
less he was in the condition into which he 
was trying to get the barrel. But the man, 
although he has worked out a science of 
food chemistry that fills immense volumes, 
has not in the past been able to apply this 
knowledge so as to produce and maintain 
normal health, to say nothing of changing 
the very nature of his organism by the 
power of nutrition, as does the bee, guided 
only by blind instinct. 

Science has probed more deeply into 
every other department of human affairs 
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than it has into human health—the basic 
factor from which all other human activi- 
ties spring. Every large’ city maintains an 
expensive health department, but its work 
is chiefly confined to sanitation. Many 
great colleges teach food chemistry, but 
have remained silent upon the important 
question of how it is to be applied or used 
so as to be of any practical benefit. 

To know the chemical constituency of 
the human body is certainly interesting. To 
know the chemistry of food is likewise in- 
teresting. But _what profiteth a man to 
know the chemistry of his body or the 
chemistry of his food if he does not know 
how to apply this knowledge for his own 
good—for the prevention and cure of dis- 
ease? This knowledge is clearly within 
the realm of science, yet the Bureau of 
Chemistry, under our Federal Department 
of Agriculture, whose bulletins give the 
chemical analysis of all our food products, 
has nothing to say about how food should 
be selected, combined and proportioned un- 
der the varying conditions of age, temper- 
ature of environment and work, so as to 
give the best results in physical and men- 
tal health. 

The reason of this failure is that food 
chemistry in the past has been studied and 
pursued as a “pure science,” and not as an 
applied science. By pure science I mean 
a science the purpose of which is the mere 
finding out of things for the satisfaction of 
knowing, rather than for the purpose of 
using that knowledge. The philosophy 
upon which pure science justifies its exist- 
ence is that when a man is looking for a 
definite thing he is very liable not to find 
anything; but when he looks for truth for 
the sake of truth, he will find many things, 
some of which will be useful. 

All branches of learning have their pure 
scientists. The knowledge of electricity 
was developed in our universities as a pure 
science long before Edison applied it. Pro- 
fessors in laboratories had played with 
wireless electricity many years before Mar- 
coni or De Forrest made it useful. Bur- 
bank is an applied scientist in plant breed- 
ing, but there are a half hundred profes- 
sors in botany, whose names are unheard of 
outside of the particular college campus 
where they reside, who have more theoret- 
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ical knowledge about plants than Burbank. 

College professors are satisfied with the 
finding of truth. It takes a different kind 
of man to give it to the world in usable 
form. Pure scientists discover facts. Edi- 
son, Marconi and Burbank use facts. These 
men do things. The man of pure science 
is the miner of knowledge; he digs the 
crude metal which the man of applied 
science can work into a useful machine. 

Why have we long had an applied science 
of electricity and of botany and of animal 
breeding and no applied science of human 
nutrition? The answer is obvious. The 
application of food chemistry or human 
nutrition is the work of building good bod- 
ies and keeping them in repair. That field 
of effort is occupied by the drug doctor, 
and so powerfully has he been intrenched 
in the public mind that it has taken many 
years for this branch of science to get rec- 
ognition in a field where it finds its only 
application and use; but when once fully 
applied, it will be recognized as the most 
useful branch of human knowledge.

A Perfect Stimulant.

In my own case I have found that four 
minutes enforced breathing makes it pos- 
sible to hold the breath for three and one- 
half minutes, whereas without the prepar- 
ation 56 seconds was my limit. The time 
during which it is possible to do without 
respiration, of course, with the length of 
time during which the preparatory breath- 
ing is carried on. The increase does not 
go on indefinitely, but reaches a definite 
limit, beyond which further length of time 
given to preparatory breathing does not 
increase the time during which the breath 
may beheld. 

The effect as a mental stimulant is very 
pronounced. I have noticed in my own case 
that mental fatigue may be postponed, far 
beyond the usual point, by two minutes of 
rapid deep breathing at half-hour inter- 
vals. I have never noticed any reaction 
as in the case of most stimulants, and alto- 
gether it seems to me very satisfactory. 
The effect on muscular fatigue is also 
striking. 

The pulse beat goes up very rapidly while 
the breathing is continued, in my own case

KN T 
from about 65 to 106 after four minutes’ 
breathing. Another curious effect which 
perhaps is worth mentioning is the appar- 
ent’ rapid lapse of time during the latter 
half of a hard breathing period. This 
change in the time-sense is very noticeable. 

I should not have ventured to describe 
phenomena which are so easily in the reach 
of everyone had I not found in people at 
large, and even among scientific men, a 
surprising. ignorance as to.their existence. 
I have seen some very amusing betting on 
how long it was possible to hold the breath, 
and have seen the cock-sure bettor laid 
low by not knowing of this possible re- 
source of his adversary.—From an article

Dr. Ira Van Giesen. 


Dr. Ira Van Giesen, New Yorks official 
brain pathologist, tells how excessive drink- 
ing burns out the “fuses” of the body, 
smashes the motor centers of the brain, 
producing premature old age and insanity, 
leaving “mind ashes” in its path of ruin. 

“Can you see the ruins of a soul under 
the microscope? You can if it is a ruin 
wrought by alcohol. You can see the 
burned-out cinders of the brain as plainly 
as you can the ashes you knock from your 
pipe. 

“The human brain and the nervous sys- 
tem which it controls,” said Dr. Van 
Giesen, “may be compared to the electric 
street car system of a great city. Up in 
the suburb, we'll say, is the main great 
power house. Proceeding from it and ex- 
tending to the uttermost parts of the city 
are feed wires which distribute power to 
lesser stations; and these, in their turn, 
control the various lines within their dis- 
tricts. The main power house is the brain, 
the feed wires are the principal nerves, 
and the lesser power stations are the little 
subsidiary brains or bundles of nerve cells 
—like the solar plexus—each of which con- 
trols a certain area of the body. 

“Now, every feed wire, the great trunk 
lines of the main power house which run 
the cars, as well as the little ones which 
light the desk lamps of the general mana- 
ger and his assistants, is adapted to trans- 
mit a certain amount of energy and no 
more. If the capacity of a wire is exceed- 
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ed, if it is called upon to deliver at a cer- 
tain point more than it was intended to 
carry, the wire will ‘burn out’ at that point. 

“So with the brain. It is endowed wits 
the power of generating a mysterious 
force. We do not know what it is, but 
we know that this force governs the func- 
tions of the body and that, under normal 
conditions, only enough of it is carried 
along any one nerve fiber to supply the 
tissues through which it passes. Science 
calls this neuron energy. 

“Now, just as the great power house 
not only drives the street cars, but also 
generates power for its own lights and 
ventilating fans and the dainty electroliers 
in the manager’s office, so the brain not 
only controls the remotest functions of the 
body, but also provides neuron energy for 
its own most intricate and complex work- 
ings—the orderly marshaling of thought, 
the recording of impressions and the illu- 
mination of all with the transcendent fac- 
ulty of the moral sense. Disarrange these 
functions and the result is insanity. And 
the effect of overtaxing the nerve centers 
which control the brain itself is precisely 
the same as upon those which govern the 
bodily functions—they become burned out; 
and what I have shown you through the 
microscope is the ashes of these beautiful 
organs, burned out with overstimulation 
with alcohol. The first indication of this 
condition is a tendency to procrastination 
and neglect in the performance of life’s du- 
ties, together with a deadening of the moral 


sensibilities.”

Here the Virgin Queen Elizabeth is 
plainly termed the Bright Occidental Star or 
Spica, the bright star in the left hand of 
the Virgin (Virgo) on the passing of 
which needs must arise James—Jacobus 
Ophiucus—ever wrestling with the angel, 
with thigh out of joint and ’tis well known 
that King James was very weak in his un- 
derstanding, that is, his feet and legs, al- 
though the understanding of the head was 
of so superior a nature that this king of 
England, James, or Jacobus, the first, sixth 
of Scotland, was ever termed the modern

Solomon. Here is food for thought which 
needs no further comment of mine at pres- 
ent. The question must be answered, What 
relation was King James to King Solomon? 

In regard to King Solomon, greater mys- 
teries have to be elucidated. Solomon was 
the wisest man who ever lived» he was the 
greatest king of the Jews, the Grand Master 
of all Free Masons and the Great Temple 
Builder. Our ancient fathers, the last of 
thé ancient Royal Priesthood of Astrolo- 
gers and Druids, have closed up the name 
of Solomon as they closed up the ancient 
hooks and hid them away in safety until 
the time of their rediscovery is to arrive.

“Where also our Lord was crucified.”

The first letter “S” under which is the 
number of unity, also represents the Ser- 
pent or Wisdom, that is Solomon—the 
whole.

Add the figures 1 to 7 together 
and we get 28 or the days of the lunar month 
which the Jews use until this day.

The Verplanck Ghost. 


Miss F. G———.,, daughter of the 
late Dr. G———,, of Fifth Avenue and For- 
ty-third Street, relates this incident: 


‘Dr. G———’s country place was at Fish- 
kill on the Hudson. Many years ago Miss“ 
G—— had been in New York for the day 
and was returning by a late train (call the 
day October 20th). The coachman met her 
at the station with a buggy and a steady 
horse. The night was extremely dark and 
there were no lamps on the carriage; the 
road was plain and they drove on up the 
hill under the shadow of thick foliage 
which intensified the dark. Half way up 
the hill the horse shied violently. The 
coachman called on the Saints and Miss 
G——— perceived a long, shapeless white 
length of mist as it seemed rising 
from the middle of the road in front 


of the horse. This drifted along the 
side of the horse, brushing her neck 
and disappeared over her shoulder. As it 


touched her she felt a sensation of cold and 
x 


shook. Her mind rejected any thought of 
supernatural explanation, however, and she 
said, “Michael, we must have run over some- 
thing for I felt a jar; get out and see if you 
can find anything on the ground.” Michael 
demurred, saying that it was nobody he run 
over but a ghost. “You and I might be de- 
ceived, but not the horse. See how the 
poor beast is sweating and trembling in 
the shafts.” He looked, however, and found 
nothing; whereupon they drove home, Miss 
G putting an injunction of secrecy 
upon him for fear of frightening the maids. 
Some days later he told the story for the 
amusement of a caller, an old resident of 
Fishkill, who showed much interest and 
said: “What date was this?”. “October 
20th.” “Then you have seen the Verplanck 
ghost.” Being asked for an explantion she 
told this story: 

A generation before Miss Verplanck was 
the heiress of one branch of that great 
Dutch family and was in love with a young 
lawyer of New York. Her family desired 
her to marry her cousin Samuel Verplanck. 
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On the evening of October 20th her lover 
was to have come up to Fishkill; but a vio- 
lent storm broke that night and he did not 
appear. In the morning Miss Verplanck 
came down to breakfast saying “He is dead; 
he was killed last night.” A few minutes 
later word was brought in that his body 
was found half way up the hill with a knife 
thrust through his heart. Samuel Ver- 
planck disappeared at the same time and 
was never seen again, and the local tradi- 
tion is that on the night of October 20th 
such a manifestation occurs at the place 
of the murder, as Miss G experi- 
enced.

A Narrative of Miss W——— 


Miss W. , daughter of Col. Geo. 
W: , told this story at Lestudo Scit- 
uate, Mass., in October, 1906. 

My father and I were staying together 
some years ago in Innspruck at the old 
hunting lodge of Emperor Maxmilian. We 
had two rooms on the corner of the third 
floor; a large closet separated them. My 
father was called away for a few days 
leaving me alone. The first evening of his 
absence one of the ladies in the hotel came 
up to my room to spend the evening. As 
we were talking I felt a cold draft on my 
neck and thinking that the window must 
be open in my father’s room I went through 
the closet to see. His window was closed 
and his door locked. I came back, closing 
both closet doors tightly, noticing how the 
old-fashioned latches rattled.~ I spoke to 
my friend of the draftiness of the house 
and thought no more of it. She went away 
about 10, and I wrote letters for an hour 
or more afterwards. As I was getting 
ready for bed I heard a loud rap on the 
door of father’s room. Knowing that it 
could not be intended for me I paid no at- 
tention and the rap was not repeated. As‘I 
composed myself for sleep I opened my 
eyes and saw in the moonlight a dark figure 
completely enshrouded in a mantle, stand- 
ing by my bed, so close that I felt the pres- 
sure of its knees against the mattress. My 
first thought was “Here is a burglar. What 
shall I do? I cannot pretend to be asleep 
for he must have seen me open my eyes.” 
There flashed through my mind, however, 
the fact that there was no hiding place in 
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my room where he could have concealed 
himself and no balcony where he could 
have entered, while if he could have come 
into the room from my father’s room the 
rattling of the latches would have betrayei 
his entrance. As I thought this the figure 
bent over and placed two hands with a gen- 
tle pressure first on my right shoulder and 
then on my left and then on my arikles. At 
this moment I recalled a legend of the 
house of “The Girl in the Blue Mantle”’— 
a romantic story of love betrayed and an 
apparition which haunts the house. Im- 
mediately my terror vanished, and I said 
to myself, “Poor little girl in, the, blue man- 
tle, you cannot hurt me and I am not afraid 
of you.” Then I thought “I will move a 
little and see what happens,” so I moved 
my forefinger and immediately the figure 
vanished, whereupon I fell asleep almost at 
once. The next morning I told the story 
to my friends who had lived in the house 
for several seasons. They listened with 
great interest but one of them said: “Ah, 
Miss W , you don’t know, this house 
as well as we do. The Girl in the Blue 
Mantle never appears except on the second 
floor; but there is a story of an Englishman 
in Black who haunts the third story.” 

: Mrs. L. C. H., of Cambridge, related this 
experience to her rector-in 1904:

In the midst of it stood my 
daughter as I had seen her in life, smiling 
radiantly. The apparition lasted some min- 
utes at the end of which the cloud closed 
concealing her figure and all disappeared.

“You are a good master, Bishop, the wages 
are all I want and I should like to stay but 
I cannot sleep in that room. Last night I 
went to bed and was going to sleep when 
I felt some one in the room. I sat up in 
hed and saw an old woman short and bent, 
and dressed in an old-fashioned way, with 
a cap and handkerchief crossed on her 
breast, moving around changing the posi- 
tion of the furniture and rearranging 
things. I thought it was rather cheeky of 
her and started to ask her what she was 
doing. She come over and stool at the 
foot of the bed looking at me and 1 saw 
that I could see right through her to the 
window beyond. Then I put my tead un- 
der the bed clothes, and when I looked 
again she was gone, and I don’t want to 
sieep in that room again.” The Bishop add- 
ed that the description precisely fitted an 
old woman who had been a pensioner of his 
mother’s when he was a little boy and who 
had died in that room about 1825.

About 1889, Mr. L. A. D., then a Junior 
in the Fine Arts College of Syracuse Uni- 
versity, told this story to his classmate, now 
the Rev. Canon Douglas, of the Cathedral, 
Fond du Lac, Wis. 

His sister, a young girl of 16, or thcre- 
abouts, was dying of consumption in nis 
home, Cigarville, N. Y. The mother wa: 
watching at the bedside (an unimaginative 
woman) and the daughter was unconscious 
Suddenly the mother perceived preseaces 
in the room invisible, but as she described 
it soft and warm. As she wondered what 
they were, her daughter sat up in hed with 
eyes wide open and exclaimed: “Mother, 
vee the angels all around my bed,” upon 
which she fell back and expired. 

Mrs. O W. P- , of Common- 
wealth avenue, Boston, relates this incident. 
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Her country house is on Milton Hill, 
Mass., and many years ago her husband 
went out for a stroll one bright summer 
evening, down to the foot of the hill and 
back. He returned in some excitement tell- 
ing of a strange experience. As he walked 
down the hill, his dog following, they met 
a young woman in a white dress who seem- 
ed in great mental distress and was appar- 
ently suffering. He noticed that the dog 
was frightened and kept close to him. Won- 
dering whether he could be of service to 
the woman he turned and followed her up 
the hill, meaning to speak to her and offer 
assistance; but at a certain shrub she dis- 
appeared, and when he reached the place 
there was no trace of her. They had some 
discussion as to the occurrence and agreed 
not to speak of it for fear of frightening 
the servants. Some months later Mrs. 
P. ’s brother from India was a guest 
at the house and had precisely the same ex- 
perience. No explanation was ever found. 


Mr. L. H. R- , of Syracuse, N. Y., 
relates a story involving his maternal uncle. 
Many years ago the uncle in question ran 
away from his New Hampshire home and 
‘shipped as a sailor, to be gone several 
years, One hot afternoon, off duty, he was 
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standing by the rail of his ship as they 
were sailing in sight of the Australian 
coast. As his eyes followed the low coast 
line he saw it vanish and found himself 
looking at the village street in New Hamp- 
shire, where his own home stood, the house 
and the church across the way being within 
his field of yision. As he looked the door 
of the house opened and a funeral proces- 
sion appeared carrying a coffin; all of his 
own family was following except his moth- 
er and one of his brothers and the coffin 
was carried across the road, rested a mo- 
ment on the stile and then disappeared 
around the corner of the church to the 
burying place of the family. Thereupon 
the vision passed and he found himself 
back on the deck of the ship. He was so 
much impressed with this that he noted all 
the circumstances in his diary; and upon 
reaching New York some months later, he 
went to a relative’s house and said: “Who is 
dead, mother or my brother?” His aunt 
asked him how he knew that either was 
dead. He told the story of his vision and 
learned that all was as he had seen it even 
to the incident of the coffin being placed 
on the stile for a moment while the bearers 
went around the corner. It was his brother 
who had died; and the mother was so over- 
come as not to be able to attend the funeral.

The star is either a five or a six-pointed 
figure, and contains the deepest occult wis- 
dom.

Absent Treatment.

“If ye abide in me, and my words abide 
in you, ye shall ask what ye will, and it 
shall be done unto you.” 

The term “Absent Treatment” is almost 
meaningless to the average person. Where 
it originated, or why it was ever coined is 
a matter of conjecture. Absent Treatment 
is simply another name for prayer, or 
affirmation, where the parties are separ- 
ated. If giving a definition with reference 
to its application, it means the prayer 
(affirmation) offered by one person, usual- 
ly called a healer, for another person at a 
distance, who may be sick or suffering 
from some other inharmony. 

As the knowledge of this science, with 
its comforting, cheering, health-bringing 
vibrations increases, Absent Treatment is 
more and more in demand because better 
understood. As the people grasp this truth, 
they realize more clearly that a prayer of 
knowledge, or understanding—as it is often 
called—offered in their behalf is just as 
effective if made by someone thousands of 
miles away as it is if offered by someone in 
their presence. 

- Another thing to be realized by the stu- 
dent, or the individual who desires to be- 
come a healer, is that there is neither time 
nor space with God. All is NOW, He is 
ALL PRESENT, ALL POWER, NOW. 
This can be done by just a moment’s reflec- 
tion on: What was yesterday? What is 
tomorrow? Yesterday is past, it belongs 
to us no longer; tomorrow has not come, it 
will bring with it its own, therefore it does 
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not yet belong to us; thus the PRESENT 
—NOW-— is all there is. 

It is the practice of this ASSOCIATION 
to give in nearly all Absent Treatment 
cases what is called “Cumulative Treat- 
ment.” This is simply a method of placing 
two, or more, healers on a case, the num- 
ber being determined by the seriousness of 
the belief, and by this means the case is 
kept almost constantly under treatment. 
This is in conformity with those words of 
Tesus where He says, “Again I say unto 
you, that if two of yoy shall agree on earth 
as touching anything that they shall ask, 
it shall be done for them of my Father, 
which is in Heaven: for where two or 
three are gathered together in my name, 
there am I in the midst of them.” This 
method has one distinct advantage which 
the single practitioner has not, that is, that 
if there should be any fear, or adverse 
condition in the mind of a healer, it would 
not be liable to be in the minds of the 
others, and so all danger of lack of 
demonstration is practically removed.

Some Effects of Light Energy on 
Mankind. 

Following are given extracts from a lec- 
ture delivered with lantern illustrations 
before the Psychic Therapeutic Society at 
the Caxton Hall, Westminster, London, by 
Dudley D'A. Wright, F. R. C. S., F. Z. S., 
and reported fully in the December issue of 
the Health Record, the official organ of the 
Therapeutic Society. 

The sun—the central orb of our uni- 
verse—gives into space countless streams 
of forces. These cause vibrations of the 
elements of our earth and its atmospheric 
envelope, and produce certain manifesta- 
tions of energy which, according to the 
effects produced on our senses, we call heat, 
light, electrical and chemical action. * * * 

First. When applied to the organism, 
light causes it to absorb more oxygen and 
carbonic acid gas. In other words, light 
causes a more rapid chemical interchange 
and burning up of the tissues; in short, a 
greater activity of the vital fires. In this 
process much effete material in our bodies 
is got rid of, and hence it may be said that 
light exerts a cleansing action on the body, 
thus establishing the truth of such old max- 
ims as “Enter sunlight, depart disease ;” 
“Where light is not, the doctor will be 
found,” and “Old people are much younger 
than their age in summer, and double their 
age in winter,” though this last adage has 
perhaps more reference to the stimulating 
effect which light has upon the nervous 
system. 

Secondly. Absence of light retards the 
chemical body changes. This is exemplified 
in the fact that starving animals and men 
(for instance, entombed miners) live longer 
when they are deprived of light and remain 
in a state of complete rest. It is also due 
to this fact that hybernating animals_are 
able to live through the long winter months 
underground, without any food other than 
that stored up in their tissues. 

There are certain other effects of absence 
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of light which might be mentioned, espec- 
ially its relationship to consumption or 
tuberculosis. In this connection the follow- 
ing extract taken from an American peri- 
odical is of considerable interest: 

“In the Eastern State Penitentiary of 
Pennsylvania the average population has 


’ been about one thousand. This prison has 


a separate cellular system. Each individual 
convict, after first entering His cell, practi- 
cally never leaves it until the end of his 
sentence—an average of two and a half 
years. The cells for fifty years were very 
poorly lighted, having only a narrow, slit- 
like window in the ceiling. The solid doors 
were kept constantly closed; a good even 
temperature and ventilation were main- 
tained. * * * Reliable analysis of the 
air showed it to be of good quality, and the 
same in the cells as in the corridor. 

“For fifty years over 60 per cent of the 
deaths occurring were from tuberculosis of 
the lungs. At the end of that period the 
light into the corridors was largely in- 
creased, the cell windows greatly enlarged, 
and all the cell doors kept constantly open. 
All tuberculous or markedly anaemic con- 
victs were given one hour’s daily sun-bath 
in a large open yard between the corridors. 
The convicts’ clothing was very light, un- 
dyed, and of open texture, admitting large 
volumes of light to the skin. For ten years 
following this change the deaths from 
phthisis were reduced to one-third the 
previous record, and the total deaths from 
all causes to less than one-half.” 

The above teaches its own lesson without 
needing any comments of mine. 


Effects of Absence of Light. 


There are few of us who have lived for 
any length of time in this city of fogs and 
have not experienced the depressing effects 
of want of light; and it is a noticeable fact 
that dwellers in northern parts of Europe 
are of a much more taciturn and serious 
nature than those who live in the southern- 
most and more light-bathed parts of the 
continent. 

A further effect of the absence of light 
is the production of the softening of the 
tissues, owing to a kind of fatty degenera- 
tion which takes plače in them. This fact 


lis made use of by both cattle and poultry 


breeders. The stock is placed in badly 
lighted pens and over-fed for a few weeks 
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before killing, the result of which is to 
reduce the muscularity of the animals or 
birds by the deposit of fat, whereby a more 
tender and rich condition of the meat is 
produced. 

One can hardly doubt that all these ef- 
fects of deprivation of light are produced 
mainly and primarily through the nervous 
system, and this view gains support from 
the fact that new arrivals in countries very 
deficient in light show symptoms of depres- 
sion of spirits, gastric disturbance, and ner- 
vous tire and unrest. 

An excess of light also undoubtedly acts 
harmfully on the body through the nervous 
system; for, leaving out of account the 
well-known effects of true sunstroke, we 
have a good illustration of this in the ex- 
perience of the American Army in the 
Philippines, as narrated by Major Wood- 
ruff in his book on “Tropical Light.” In 
this case the first effects on the troops by 
the intense light was a stimulating one. 
The health and spirits of the men were 
excellent, and glowing accounts were sent 
home of the wonderful effects of the cli- 
mate. After a time, however, this exces- 
sive stimulation produced a depressing ef- 
fect, and a number of men went down with 
neurasthenia and other nerve troubles, 
necessitating a return to their native land. 


Curative Light Energy. 


There is an old saying that the ancients 
had a way of forestalling all the most bril- 
liant discoveries of the moderns; and the 
matter of light proves to be no exception to 
this rule. The Persians who worshipped 
the sun; the Brahmins, Buddhists and 
Hindus, all knew and availed themselves of 
the beneficial effects of light in states of 
ill-health. 

The modern scientific application of this 
all-powerful force dates from about the 
middle of the nineteenth century, when two 
Americans—Dr. S. Pancoast and General 
Pleasanton—began using blue and red light 
for the treatment of disease. The late Dr. 
Babbitt, of New York, considerably extend- 
ed the work of Pancoast and Pleasanton, 
and, bringing to bear upon the subject a 
greater play of the imagination and a more 
concentrated mental application, he gained 
a far clearer insight into the basic princi- 
ples of light and color, as well as into the 
constitution of matter generally, and his 
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book on the subject contains in almost 
every page suggestive passages and many 
useful hints on treatment. We may, more- 
over, find in it the germ, and perhaps more 
than the germ, of much of the work carried 
out by Finsen in later years. 

The stimulus given by the researches of 
the latter observer, and his great success 
in the treatment of lupus by concentrated 
sunlight, led to a more general recognition. 
of the value of light energy for medical 
purposes.

A New Heaven and Earth. 


How “New Thought’ Doctrines Point the 
Way to Life Eternal. 

Dr. Charles Brodie Patterson, one of the 
leading exponents of the so-called “New 
Thought,” in his latest book, “A New 
Heaven and a New Earth,” attempts to 
indicate the manner in which we may live 
harmoniously here, and attain the life eter- 
nal. The “New Thought” has been deigned 
by certain of its disciples as “the new old 
thought,” because it claims to be the appli- 
cation to everyday life of truths as old as 
humanity—truths born into human nature, 
but suppressed and repressed for lack of 
proper understanding. Indeed, one of the 


chief virtues claimed for the New Thought 
is the practical application of its ideas to 
our daily life. 

“The human mind is the janitor of heav- 
en and has the keys of the door of earth,” 
says Dr. Patterson, even as the two-faced 
Janus of Roman mythology guarded the 
gates of both. “Mind is the servant of the 
soul and’ master of things below. It is 
double-faced in that it has power to unlock 
the gates of the inner life and to solve the 
mysteries of the outer. When both pas- 
sages are kept open, it*receives on one hand 
and gives on the other. * * * The 
Janus that sits midway must see that both 
doorways are kept open,” and the three 
great mental qualities necessary to this are. 
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meditation, contemplation and concentra- 
tion. Meditation is the door to the inner 
life; concentration is the door to the outer; 
but will, the great executive power of the 
universe, is the very force of life itself, a 
force which enters by the door of medita- 
tion and passes through the door of con- 
centration. $ 

Dr. Patterson enunciates these proposi- 
tions: Mind shoultl be the master of the 
body, and make it a fit instrument to carry 
out its purposes. The body cannot be mis- 
used with impunity. It will be just what 
we make it. All true conscious mental ex- 
erton wll produce well directed physical 
action. Every time we give way to pas- 
sions we bring a destructive force t bear 
upon the physical organism. A mind filled 
with the optimism of life will bring about 
true adjustment between itself aml the 
body. The highest conception of life is 
neither that of taking nor of giving all, 
but a thoroughly balanced interaction and 
adjustment of the individual self with the 
great Universal Self. the term which Dr. 
Patterson applies to God. 

There is an interesting chapter on “the 
psychic plane,” a region defined as the bor- 
derland between the visible and the invis- 
ible, open to some and closed to others, but 
accessible to all who seek it by lawful 
means and to them a realm of. progress 
and enlightenment. “Whatever one brings 
to the psychic plane, that is what it will be- 
come to him; poet and painter and inventor 
realize their desires through entering into 
this realm.” The chapter on “The Fourth 
Dimension” advances the proposition that 
our so-called dead are living in this world. 
to which our eyes have not been opened, 
but that through our psychic development 
communication may some day be legiti- 
mately established. This Fourth Dimen- 
sion, which all enter at death, is the “New 
World” mentioned in Dr. Patterson’s title; 
most of his chapters are devoted not so 
much to proving the existence of a Fourth 
Dimension as to showing how to obtain a 
conscious knowledge of it. . 

The author’s exposition of New Thought 
doctrines is as lucid as can be expected in 
a work which deals so largely in the eso- 
teric. The uninitiated reader is greatly as- 
sisted in his search for the kernel of the 
nut by a careful reading of the chapter 
defining terms employed. Many chapters 
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to which we have not space to allude com- 
plete a related whole embodying this “new 
old” philosophy. (New York: T. Y. Crow- 
ell & Co. Detroit: Macauley and Shee- 
han.)—From Detroit News, Jan. 8, 1910.
